The entire country has been under 
martial law since the middie of July.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 10-—[Spe- 
ciql.] ~~ Soldiers’ bonus proponents, 
canvassing their strength after the re- 
sults of Tuesday’s election, appeared 
today to have ample votes in the next 
congress not only to repass the bill 
but to override President Harding's 
objection should he again exercise the 
executive veto power. 

The bonus failed last session be 
cause the senate, by the narrowest of 
margins, failed to muster the two- 
thirds vote necessary to pass it over 
the President’s veto after the house 
had voted its approval 6 to 1. * 

Analysis of the next senate indicates 
that the pro-bonus forces have gdined 
enough votes to make enactment of a 
bonus bill certain. 

The practically @nal figures on the 
political conplexion of the next cow- 
gress show a G. O. P. majority of 10 
in the senate and 15 in the house. 


Not Try in This Cosigress. 

Numerous senators and congressmen 
stand reaady to reintroduce the bonus 
as soon aS congress reconvenes on 
Nov. 20, but it is doubtful whether 
any serious attempt will be made to 
put it through during the remainder 
of the term of the present congress, 
which expires on March 4. There 
would be little to be gained, because 
the lineup of the opposing factions 
would remain much the same as it 
was when the bill went’ down to de- 
feat several months ago. 

This fact, it is believed, will greatly 
strengthen the pressure for an extra 
session of the new congress imme- 
diately after March 4, but unless there 
is such a special session the bonus 
bill will have to wait until the next 
regular se@Sion, and thé prospects are 
that under such circumstances it 
would not reach a vote until some 
time in 1924. 


Extra Session Almost Sure. 
By forcing the President to call an 


extra session immediately aftér March 


4, the bonus advocates probably could 
put through the bill early next spring 
and make the money available ,soon 
afterwards to the ex-service men.

DEMAND APOLOGY 


Resent Bavarian Attack 
on Army Officers.. 


PARIS, Nov. 10.—[By the Associated 
Press.]—The allied council of ambas 
sadors today decided to send a sharp 
note to the German government de 
manding an apology for the recent in 
cident at Nassau, Bavaria, in which 
iwo allied officers were attacked while 
attempting to inspect the barracks of 
the 2d reichswehr regiment. 

An apology hed previously been re 
quested by the allies to be delivered 
not later than Nov. 6, but the Bavarian 
government refused and the allies are 
now determined to exact an expression 
of regret. 

Gen. Noliett Urges Action. 

Gen. Noliett, head of the allied com 
mission of control in Germany, askec 
the ambassadors to take drastic actior 
to the end that the work of the con- 
tro] commission should not be serious- 
ly handicapped. His recent report on 
the incident declared that the Passau 


demonstration was but an indication | 


of the spirit of the whole territory, 
which was one of opposition to the 
commission’s efforts to enforce the 
military provisions of the Versailles 
treaty. 

A protest to Germany @gainst the 
practice of charging higher prices for 
goods sent to countries with high ex- 
change than to those where the cur- 
rency is depreciated was also decided 
upon today by the council of ambassa- | 
dors. 

The German practice, it is said, has ' 
worked to the detriment of the United 
States and other countries with sound 
currency, these nations paying for Ger- 
man merchandise as much as double 
the amounts charged in low exchange 
countries such as Poland. 


Wirth Threatens to Quit.

Wireless.]—Another one of the series 
of swan songs which Chantellor 
Wirth has been rendering for the last 
six months is scheduled for next Tues- 
day, when the reichstag debates the 
recent reparations proposals.

Although 
Dr. Hermes says he does not desire 
the chancellorship and he is only op- 
posing Dr. Wirth because of the lat- 
ters efforts to remove him from of- 
fice, it is understood Dr. Wirth has.

Letter Shower 
in Washington 
to Aid Armenia 


New York, Nov. 10.—Plans for a let- 
ter shower calling on official Washing- 
ton to “take necessary steps to put an 
end to Turkish rule over Christians” 
were announced today by the Ameri- 
can committee for the independence of 
Armenia, of which James W. Gerard, 
former ambassador to Germany, is 
chairman. 

The committee has sent communica- 
tions to 100,000 churches and 25,000 lay 
organizations asking that their mem- 
bers participate.
